That the canned goods market is too susceptible to 
dullness is seen in a comparison of prevailing prices 
on standard corn and tomatoes, with values ruling at 
the first of the year. The shrinkage hasn’t been great, 
but whatever it amounts to the seeming indifference 


of buyers and, so far at least as corn is concerned, the 
exaggerated idea regarding the quantity that remains 
unsold in first hands, share the responsibility.

If the condition of general business has been a fac- 
tor of importance in the course of the canned goods 
market, ought not the resumption of operations in so 
many mills and factories throughout the country, 
meaning the return to work of thousands of wage- 
earners, have a stiffening effect on values? 

Canned goods values have certainly stood a severe 
test during the last sixty days. With bearish talk 
heard daily in all departments of business and a de- 
mand which has been disappointing, to say the least, 
prices have held up in quite a remarkable way. Values 
aren't what they were last November, but the differ- 
ence is small when everything the market has had to 
contend with is considered. Neither the absence of 
demand nor bearishness in buying quarters, not to 
mention the record-breaking pack of tomatoes and 
talk of a large surplus of corn carried over as an ad- 
dition to the 1907 production, has been enough to 
“knock the bottom’ out of the market. It’s still a 
long distance to the bottom, and from present indica- 
tions the drift instead of being in that direction is in 
the opposite one. The upturn in canned goods prices 
may come sooner than expected.

The Postoffice Department has issued a new ruling 
in regard to second-class mail matter which affects 
subscribers to all publications and compels publishers 
to make collections more carefully in future. Sub- 
scriptions in arrears will now have to be paid, or pub- 
lishers will be required by the postoffice to discontinue 
sending the paper to the delinquents. The officials 
take the position that only such subscribers as pay for 
their papers are properly entitled to receive them. In 
the case of weeklies, the new regulation provides that 
subscriptions must be collected within one year or the 
paper be discontinued, or mailed at a higher rate. The 
ruling will deal a hard blow to such publications as 
are mailed to people who don’t pay for them’and don’t 
care Whether they receive them or not. It will not 
affect THE CANNER to any important degree. THE 
CANNER is sent to people who directly request it, hav- 
ing use for it and the willingness and means with 
which to pay for it. Occasionally, however, a sub- 
scriber drops behind, and in future we shall be com- 
pelled to collect from all delinquents or drop their 
names from our lists.

Market’s Greater Resisting Power 


coods market is one of the evidences of prog- 

ress in the canning industry during the last 

several years. There are many kinds of prog- 
ress, and the growth of a general determination to 
hold out longer, to resist as much as possible the influ- 
ences which depress prices, 1s an important one of 
them. Canners do not yield and so readily grant buy- 
ers concessions under circumstances imagined to be 
or which are really unfavorable. By “imagined to be” 
we have reference to the situation as regards supplies 
in packers’ hands, also those owned by wholesalers and 
retailers. By “really unfavorable” circumstances we 
mean the lack of a seasonable or normal movement out 
of first hands on through distributive channels. Some

years ago canned goods prices yielded more quickly 
before an assault by “bears” than they do at the pres- 
ent time. It isn’t so easy to get canners to “shade” 
figures on their holdings as once it was. The change 
has come about gradually, but it has come, neverthe- 
less, although the canners’ power of resistance needs 
to be and will be still further developed. The business 
is on a better basis than it was a decade ago. The in- 
dustry has more sound members, and experience has 
taught the rank and file many valuable lessons. Fur- 
thermore, packers are better posted on crop and mar- 
ket conditions than ever before, consequently are in 
possession of more complete and accurate information 
on which to base their actions. THE CANNER is par- 
donably proud of its record as a purveyor of informa- 
tion to the canning trade. 


Wording of the Guaranty 


of food products of that provision of the fed- 

eral food law providing for printing on the 

label the guaranty, reading: “Guaranteed Un- 

der the Food and Drugs Act, Serial No. ,’ the 
officials at Washington have had under advisement the 
idea of changing this wording in order to make the 
guaranty phrase clearer to the average understanding. 
A considerable percentage of consumers have under- 
stood “Guaranteed Under the Food and Drugs Act” 
to mean that the government guaranteed the purity of 
the goods contained in the package, as meats bearing 
the inspection stamp are guaranteed by it. Meats are 
guaranteed by the government because they are pro- 
duced under direct government supervision. But other

articles of food, also drugs, are not put up under the 
watchful eye of a qualified government inspector, and, 
therefore, the government cannot guarantee them to be 
pure and wholesome. The officials can do no more 
than compel manufacturers to comply as nearly as pos- 
sible with the food law’s requirements. 

The form of guaranty proposed by Congressman 
Mann of Illinois is shorn of all ambiguity ; anybody at 
all would understand at once that the packer and not 
the government is the guarantor. But food packers 
object to any change whatsoever being made. They 
have altered their labels once to comply with the na- 
tional law, and they don’t feel that it would be right 
to require them to make still further alterations, which 
would be expensive and for that reason a hardship. 


Reduce the Tomato Acreage 


large consumption of canned tomatoes in the 
United States during the past year or less, and 
that packers’ stocks of this article have been 
surprisingly reduced in the interval since the 1907 
canning season came to an end, a conservative policy 
is the proper one for packers to pursue next season. 
The tomato acreage in 1908 should be reduced; it 
should be smaller than that set out last year. Last 
season's acreage was large enough to produce the 
heaviest pack on record, despite that the yield in many 
sections of the country was sorely disappointing and 
but a fraction of the normal or average yield. Reduc-

tion should be made in all tomato-canning states. If 
it is not, and we should experience a favorable season 
for the coming crop, there would be an overpack of 
tomatoes, with the usual unpleasant consequences. 

Conditions must be looked squarely in the face and 
actions gauged accordingly. If every packer proceeds 
under the assumption that the acreage will be reduced 
by “the other fellow” instead of contributing some- 
thing himself to the general reduction, it is likely to 
be as large as it was last year, in which case the pack 
would be larger, as it is unlikely that two such unfav- 
orable seasons over a large portion of the country 
would occur two years in succession.

Although business in canned goods is improving, it 
isn’t doing so rapidly enough. Doubtless buyers, or 
quite a good many of them, have discovered that there 
are packers who, when quiet trading is long continued, 
can be frightened into making concessions to induce 
business, and so consider it policy to buy as sparingly 
as possible. Business ought to be better at this time 
of year than it has been of late. There is no valid 
reason why the usual large spring movement should 
be delayed like it has. The buyers are overdoing it, 
and in a short while they are likely to wake up and 
discover that they need goods and need them badly, 
so badly, in fact, that further pursuit of the stay-out- 
of-the-market idea will have to be abandoned. When 
that time arrives jobbers are pretty certain to make 
the painful discovery that the goods they want cannot 
be purchased at the figures which have been ruling 
during the last week or two. The buyer who waits to 
get in on absolutely the lowest figure makes as great 
a mistake as the seller who always waits to get the 
highest figure. Both of these operators generally ex- 
perience disappointment. 

Stocks of canned goods in first hands, including the 
packers in Baltimore and that section of the country, 
are so light that a reasonable increase in the demand 
should put the market up, but the buyers seem to be 
determined to follow the driblet-purchase policy or 
wait until they have disposed of nearly the last case 
of the goods on which they are lightly supplied before 
they take in the next needed lot. This is applicable to 
a large majority of canned goods items, and it in- 
cludes small fruits, string beans, peaches, pears, peas 
and corn and tomatoes, for the bulk of the jobbing 
trade are not in position to get along without replen- 
ishing their stocks. The large majority are merely 
making out as best they can, so that conditions prom- 
ise improvement so far as canned goods values are 
concerned. The jobbers certainly will require goods 
with which to meet the needs of the retailers, while 
there is plenty of evidence showing that when they 
enter the market they will find the packers holding 
but a small percentage of the last season’s production 
of tomatoes, corn or peas, notwithstanding that the 
tomato and pea packs were large. Enough was 
brought out at the meeting of western canners held 
in Chicago last week to convince any skeptic that the 


shipments of staple canned vegetables out of canner: 
hands since the closing of the 1907 packing Season 
have so far reduced the first-hand stocks that there i 
a surprise in store for those buyers who fancy thy 
packers still own a considerable portion of their last 
year’s output. It is, indeed, surprising to know hoy 
small a part of the 1907 pack of tomatoes, corn anj 
peas is left unsold, and this fact furnishes proof ¢ 
what THE CANNER had previously pointed out in this 
connection, that the consumption of canned foods in 
the United States has increased faster than all hy 
a few have realized. If we had a large production of 
tomatoes and peas last season, it must be remembere4 
that the country is consuming these articles myc 
more heavily than a few years ago, when an anmyl 
production of tomatoes of somewhere around 8. 
000 cases was considered amply sufficient, which it 
isn’t today by any means, and a pack of peas of three 
to four million cases was thought large enough, while 
at the present time, with the wonderful increase in the 
country’s population, the people’s better acquaintance 
with the good qualities of canned foods and the 
numerous changes in the manner of living of a large 
percentage of consumers, such a pack of peas would 
come nowhere at all near meeting annual requirements, 
nor indeed would such a corn output as was sufficient 
to go round a few years ago. We have millions of 
more mouths to feed than we used to have, and the 
owners of every one of them have learned to eat, out 
of their total food supply, a larger proportion of manu- 
factured products than they were formerly accustomed 
to eat. 

People have been wondering where the tomatoes 
and peas put up in 1907 have gone to—a remarkable 
increase in consumption accounts for their disappear- 
ance. At the meeting of western packers mentioned 
the reports showed a stronger statistical situation than 
even those present had believed existed. 

Tomatoes—The week under review has been vir- 
tually a reproduction of the preceding period—that 
is, there has been about the same amount of business 
transacted in spot and futures and prices are practi- 
cally or actually the same as a week ago. The spot 
market doesn’t go lower, notwithstanding that buyers 
continue to purchase in piecemeal. Spot No. 3 stand- 
ard tomatoes are holding up, 85c¢ per doz., Chicago, 
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peing the minimum figure for them, and this certainly

Corn—The trading on this item, both old goods and 
futures, has continued quiet during the week reviewed, 
but the dullness hasn't had a weakening effect on 
ackers, who are exhibiting no anxiety to push sales 
of either old packing or goods of the coming season's 

ck. Buyers, as a class, do not care at present to 
contract freely for ordinary packs of corn, and as 
packers aren’t urging them to do so not many trans- 
actions in western futures have been recorded here 
this past week. The prices at which packers would 
sell vary widely, but there are fewer western canners 
now willing to accept very low figures. Quotations 
on futures, standard, range up to 7oc per dozen fac- 
tory, and while there are reports of futures offered 
lower, 62¥4c factory appears to be the minimum figure 
generally asked. Future Country Gentlemen, western 
packs, is quoted up to 80c per dozen and better. The 
Iroquois Canning Company, Onarga, IIl., offer future 
Country Gentlemen, automatic cooker process, at 95c; 
fancy, regular process, 85c; Maine style, automatic 
process, 85c; extra standard, 7oc per dozen. Maine 
packers named prices too late to catch our last issue. 
Their quotations are goc per dozen f.o.b. Portland 
for fancy and 82¥%c for standard, and at these figures 
we hear that a good amount of business in the new 
packing has been booked in Chicago and other large 
jobbing markets of the country. The business booked 
is considered satisfactory. Spot corn is inactive, but 
western canners, whose stocks it has developed are 

down to a level which puts corn in a stronger position 
than it has occupied for a long time, are feeling more 
confident as regards the outcome and aren't readily 
sacrificing their holdings. Spot standards range con- 
siderably, going as high as 7o0c per dozen. 
Peas—Although the past week has been rather quiet 
on this article, the offerings aren’t very numerous and 


stocks in canners’ hands limited. There is far from 
an abundance of the so-called “cheap” peas in the 
hands of canners anywhere. Advices from other job- 
bing markets do not indicate anything new affecting 
peas. New York reports say that conditions prevail- 
ing there are practically unchanged from those ruling 
a week ago. Baltimore says little buying has been 
done there this last week. That market is quoting 
standard early June peas at $1 to $1.05, sifted Junes 
at $1.10 to $1.15. f 
odes tec beans are firm. The stock of this 
article held by canners is extremely small. Packers 
of string beans in New York State aren’t offering 
many No. 2 and No. 3 sizes. Baltimore reports say 
stocks of No. 3 string beans are exceedingly light, 
quoting No. 2 standards at 65¢ per dozen, No. 3 at 
87140, and futures at 60c for No, 2 cans, 85c for No. 
3s, and $2.60 for No. Io cans. 
Pumpkin—Standard No. 3 western packed pumpkin 
is generally held now at 7oc per dozen for spot. No. 
10 pumpkin is quoted at quite a range, or from $2.05 
up. Future standard No. 3 pumpkin is offered by 
several at 60c per dozen. 
Apples—Michigan No. 10 standard apples are of~ 
fered at around $2.65, f.0. b. Trade continues rather- 
quiet on this article. New York State canners of 
apples are quoting a wide range of prices on gallons, 
$2.50 f.o.b. factory up to $3.25, and possibly even 
better, according to the packer and the brand. The. 
same old unevenness in the market still prevails. 
Fruits—There is a better interest displayed in the 
general line of canned fruits, demand during the past 
week being reported as somewhat improved. The 
price situation is unchanged here and in other east- 
ern jobbing markets and California, where packers’ 
stocks are light, as has previously been stated. Buy- 
ers appear more interested in peaches, on which prices 
are firm, as stocks everywhere in all parts of the coun- 
try, including California, are very much reduced. 
There is nothing new to say concerning Michigan spot 
fruits, which are nearly gone out of packers’ hands, 
excepting small scattered odd lots. Some Baltimore 
prices are: No. 2 standard strawberries, $1.05; No. 
10 standard strawberries, $5.50; No. 2 extra preserved 
fancy strawberries, $1.75; No. 1 extra preserved 
strawberries, $1.10; No. 2 standard blackberries, 85c ;

$1.25 per dozen; No. 2 seconds, yellow, $1.30 per 
dozen; No. 3 seconds, white, $1.85 per dozen; No. 3 
seconds, yellow, $1.90 per dozen; No. 2 standards, 
yellow, $1.50 per dozen; No. 3 standards, white, $2.15 
per dozen; No. 3 extra standard, yellow, $2.50 per 
dozen. 

Asparagus—While the asparagus pack is expected 
at present to be a good average one as to size, Cali- 
fornia reports nevertheless invariably make reference 

‘to the large quantity of asparagus being shipped green 
from that state. Shipments by growers evidently are 
very heavy this spring. Packers haven’t announced 
their opening quotations as yet. They are waiting 
until they can know more about what the raw material 
is going to cost them, and the quantity that will be 
available for packing. 

Sweet Potatoes—The market on this article is in 
strong shape, as the stocks are exceedingly small; 
canners, according to all accounts, being as good as 
sold out on 1907 packing. This is an article that isn’t 
packed by western canners, excepting in one or two 
instances, Baltimore quoting sweets at $1.25 per dozen 
for spot standard 3s. 

Oysters—Market is unchanged, while Baltimore re- 
ports indicate somewhat more business. Quotations 
f.o. b. on Chesapeake Bay oysters are: 75c per dozen 
for No. 1 4-0z., $1.40 for No. 2 8-oz., 80c for No. I 
standard 5-0z., $1.60 for No. 2 standard 10-0z. One 
report states that packing is going on there rather un- 
satisfactorily. 

Sardines—Domestic sardines hold firm. Advices re- 
ceived this week from packing points note very strong 
conditions prevailing. Packers own far _ smaller 
stocks of sardines than ordinarily at this time of the 
year and are confident as regards the small quantity 
of goods remaining unsold. The situation is so ex- 
tremely strong statistically that prospects favor higher 
quotations. 

Lobster—Prices on 1908 packing lobster have been 
named by some of the packers in Maine. Opening 
quotations announced are slightly under opening 
prices on 1907 pack made by packers in the provinces 
of $2.25 for %-pounds, $2.75 for 34-pound picnics, 
and $4.25 for 1-pound flats. In this connection a re- 
port via New York states: “The fishermen have been 
holding off for higher prices on raw stock, but because 
of the lack of demand from the packers it is believed 
that they will be compelled to immediately modify their 
intentions, with the result that it may possibly oblige 
packers to place goods on the market at prices that 
will admit of a wider consumption. 

Salmon—Jobbers are manifesting more interest in 
salmon on the spot. Demand during the week has 
been better, showing the effects of the approach of 
spring and also the more general realization among 
the grocery trade of the exceptional strength of the 
situation on this article, the statistical position of which 
is extremely strong. The market on red Alaska is 
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very firm, indeed. Private advices received by T 
CANNER from the Pacific Coast state that packers o 
pink salmon who canned this grade of fish quite : 
tensively in 1907, owing to the large run of blake 
several districts and the small run of other Vatielien 
are very much encouraged over the way the price he 
held up on this grade, in spite of the large pack ang 
the fact that there is a fair quantity still remaini 
in first hands. In spite of the fact that there wer 
more pink salmon packed last year, our advices gop. 
tinue, than in any other year in the history of the 
business, pinks have held up steadily at 8oc per dozen 
on the Coast, which is as high a price as ever Pre- 
vailed on this grade. There have been no concessions 
yet and it is not thought any will be necessary, owj 
to the fact that the small pack last year left a bare 
market for the cheaper grades and next year’s pack 
may again run low. 
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March is the time for the opening of the spring 
trade in pickles, and as business in the jobbing line has 
been at a standstill for about four months past, stocks 
in all sections have been greatly reduced. Salt pickle 
supplies have been reduced to what may be called a § 
few remnants, much less, in fact, than the supply 
needed for more than a fraction of the normal de- 
mand. Commenting on the situation the F. A. Waid- 
ner Company, pickle brokers in Chicago, say: “Three- 
fourths of the packers have sold the bulk of their 
stock ; some of the largest packers are quoting broken 
lots only. The European market is also short and 
offers have been turned down, as the price was below 
American quotations. Large and medium size pickles 
can only be bought in limited quantities at full figures. 
The consumpticn of pickles in the months of March, 
April, May and June exceeds all the other months of 
the year. Two months of active business would clean 
up all the stock in the West. We declined an offer on 
twenty carloads .salt pickles this week; price was be- 
low holder’s views. The bargain-counter supply is 
exhausted and choice stock will command full price.” 
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Cans—There are no changes in packers’ cans quota- 
tions. Prices remain the same as for weeks past. 
They are given again below.

sense foad, even though they be not positively poison- 
ous. Fortunately these do not constitute the entire 
manufacturing force of the country. It is the belief 
of the bulletin that they will continue to diminish in 
number and influence as the years go by.”

Epiror CANNER: One of the most encouraging features in 
the outlook for the 1908 salmon market is the last few months’ 
marked recovery in the market of the United Kingdom. This 
arket has always been a factor in the sale of the pack of 
Alaska red salmon, together with large quantities of various 
orades packed in British Columbia. The meat exposures of 
1906 had a bad effect upon the consumption of all canned 
oods from the United States in the British Isles, and, although 
entirely unwarranted on that account, the consumption of 
eanned salmon suffered accordingly, and it took many months 
to build the trade back to where it had been formerly. The 
reeovery actually took place before the 1907 pack reached 
the market, owing to the fact that great efforts were made by 
Canadian and American packers to exploit the sanitary methods 
of canning salmon in order to offset the bad effects of the 
meat exposures. . : 

About the time the demand commenced to pick up again, the 
trade in England were forced to a realization that they were 
short on stocks, owing to the fact that the tremendous con- 
sumption in the United States that year had cut down the 
ysual allotment of half a million cases to almost nothing, ex- 
cept what was exported from British Columbia. The same 
condition existed at the time of the sale of the 1907 pack, 
and as a consequence, with a heavy demand to contend with, 
the stocks in the hands of British jobbers are getting low 
and the price has increased. With little available surplus to 
draw upon in the United States, it is likely that prices in the 
British market may go even higher, with the result that the 
British public will have a chance to become educated to the 
point that they will not object, as of yore, to paying a rea- 
sonable price for Alaska reds. 

The present price of red Alaska salmon on the English 
market is quoted at 22.6 ex-warehouse, which is equivalent to 
$1.28 per dozen f. o. b. Pacifie coast. SOCKEYE.

Portland, Me., Mar. 9, 1908. 

Epitok CANNER: My remarks in last week’s CANNER relative 
to the fact that this was ‘‘leap year’’ was evidently taken 
seriously by the packers, who immediately acted upon the 
hint, and up went the price. Last season the opening quota- 
tion was 85¢e f. o. b. Portland, but by some it was mutilated 
beyond recognition. It is not very ancient history, the cutting 
and irregularity, but the operation of the pure food legislation 
and its application to labels was not fully understood last 
autumn. It is now. Most of the ‘‘Maine’’ corn is very 
sure to come from this state. 

Taking last season’s ‘‘price’’ of 85¢ as a basis, there is 
some warrant in an advance of 5 cents per dozen, especially 
as the general deliveries last year were quite short. In many 


eases farmers have to be paid more for the corn, say 214 
cents, as against 2 cents of last year, and the old price of 
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1% cents. Then again, labor, both on the farm and in the 
factory, is scarce and higher; boxes are up, and seed corn 
hard to get, especially in the west and New York, where the 
use of one kind, the Country Gentleman, is reported in Cross- 
man’s New York price list as ‘‘erop failed.’’ I fail to see 
how a ‘‘fancy’’ superstructure can be built on this foundation, 
or % crop raised without seed. 

As a matter of fact, while packers of large capacity and 
higher reputation are holding and selling heavily at 90 cents; 
some has been sold from 85 to 87% cents. This is no un- 
usual thing—it happens every year. It is, perhaps, rather 
early to predict the result, but it is a good outlook, despite 
the dull times, and disinclination that was first shown to 
purchase at first. It would not be surprising if a very active 
market developed at once. It would surprise me if it did not. 

Prices of succotash can be quoted the same as corn. Of 
spot corn there is but little, and the party who was figuring 
out a large surplus had better take breath and try again. I 
do not think he could ‘‘scratch together’’ ten thousand cases 
in Maine, including that of ‘‘high and low degree.’’ Fancy 
can be quoted at from 90 cents to $1, but there is but little 
common standard. 

There is a little, not much, doing in gallon apples at from 
$2 to $2.25, and a lively holding at about $3, but the latter 
does not move. 

The prospects on lobsters are dim. This dimness is caused 
by the prospective advance, which is so high that it will take 
a telescope of great power to discover anything so far up. 
In the Provinces I hear of an advance of $2 per case, or 50 
cents per dozen. Possibly it is expected that the canners 
are to pay the national debt. 

One hears nothing about clams just now. There is no 
buying at present. The blueback packing season does not 
get here until about June. INDEX. 





BALTIMORE. 








Baltimore, Md., Mar. 9, 1908. 

Epitok CANNER: These letters, being always written in 
the endeavor to state conditions actually existing in Balti- 
more at time of writing, do not therefore reflect my opinion 
as to either what ought to be or what I think will be. Some- 
times, when it appears to me that there may be no adequate 
reason for existing conditions, I may endeavor to show how 
such conditions came about, and the unsoundness of same, but 
I do not often make predictions. Canned goods are too un- 
certain for any one to make a reputation on them as a success- 
ful prophet. 

Stating actual conditions, therefore, I have to say that 
last week was probably the dullest week that has been known 
in Baltimore during the past twelve months. Very little busi- 
ness was transacted on any line except tomatoes, and then 
only for comparatively small orders. Few buyers are taking 
in more than a car at a time, and will doubtless continue 
to buy in the same hand-to-mouth fashion, especially as each 
time they buy they seem to experience no difficulty in getting 
another lot of good goods at quite as low a figure, if not lower, 
than their previous purchase. Quite a number of tomato holders 
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refuse to sell below 80 cents, and still claim that they will 
get this figure, or more, before new goods come in; but there 
are enough of the weaker men with goods enough on hand to 
keep the market down to 77% cents, f. o. b. at which figure 
it closed Saturday. 

As already inferred, business in the general line was very 
quiet all through the week. What little business was trans- 
acted was chiefly small fruits, pineapples and baked beans, 
but any one of the larger packing houses in this city could 
very readily have taken care of every order that came into the 
market, and yet would not have been badly rushed in its ship- 
ping department. With the approach of the opening of lake 
and rail navigation we are likely to see quite a change, not 
oniy on pears and corn, but also on the general line. 

There is little or nothing doing in futures. A few tomatoes 
are selling, but the volume of business up to the present is 
much smaller than what was transacted at the same time last 
year. This will work to the good of the business next fall, 
as the backwardness of the jobbers in taking hold of futures 
is having the effect of making tomato packers very cautious 
in the acreage they are contracting for. 

Some little inquiry is coming in from the buyers for future 
small fruits, but prices have not been named as yet. The 
packers seem to be afraid to name figures. They were caught 
so badly in selling future fruits in 1907 and 1906 that they 
are reluctant to book orders this year until they know some- 
thing more about the prospects. Future prices on small fruits 
were too low last year, as most of those who sold found out by 
bitter experience when packing season rolled around. The 
era of 65-cent blackberries and 70-cent to 75-cent strawberries 
is a thing of the past, as far as Baltimore is concerned. The 
demand for these fruits for quick consumption is so enormous 
that packers now seem to have no chance of getting low- 
priced raw material on account of gluts. The railroads bend 
every effort to the distribution of these fruits right in the sea- 
son, and the population of the territory that draws on the 
berry districts of this section has increased so enormously that 
it does not look as though we will ever again see raw straw- 
berries selling at 3 cents to 3%4 cents per quart, or black- 
berries at a relatively low figure. The experience of the last 
two years is likely to make Baltimore small fruit packers act 
very cautiously this season. 

There is no change to report in the oyster market. There 
is still a little packing going on here, but the receipts of 
raw stock are very light. No. 1, 4-ounce are held at 75 cents 
and No. 1, 5-ounce at 80 cents. An upward trend in the Cove 
oyster market is undoubtedly due around about the close of the 
Cove oyster packing season. TARTAR.

EDITOR CANNER: Features in canned goods have been almost 
as searce the past week as they were the week previous. The 
principal point of interest was the opening of prices by other 
and larger Maine corn packers. As a whole, the market has 
remained unchanged, though here and there a buyer shows 
increased interest. Conditions are substantially the same, the 
change, if there is any, being toward improvement. It is 
believed by the most sanguine dealers in the trade that the 
worst is over and that sales will increase from now forward. 

The large packers of Maine corn opened prices on 1908 
pack this week. The quotations are 82% cents for standards,

and 90 cents for fancy, f. o. b. Portland. This opening ; 
5 cents higher than last year on fancy and 214 cents on ry 
ards. The figures named are within 2% cents of the pre 
expected on fancy grades. Practically all packers haye fel 
the same basis now, and nearly all say that orders are sloy 
yet they point out that Maine stocks are light and thig the 
expect will have a tendency to improve business later, Last 
year the output was only 60 per cent of the average anj 
the fact that fancy Maine corn’ is held here at 971%; cents 
to $1.05 is pointed to as an indication of what may be 
expected in the future. The preliminary campaign whig, 
the packers have made indicates that buyers will take hold at 
present prices. Other varieties of corn are quiet, with sales 
restricted by the indifference of buyers. 

A little better local demand has developed for spot tomatoes 
and several sales were reported during the week at 77% 
cents, f. o. b. factory regular terms. Packers are stil] in. 
disposed to let full standard quality stock go at that § 
Off standards and fair standards are offered a little more 
freely. No pressure of offerings is noted in the market tor 
full standard 3s, though for 774% cents plenty of stock could 
be secured. No. 2s are offered at 57% cents, and gallons at 
$2.40 f. 0. b. factory, though these two sizes are negleeted 
for the present. Full standard 3s are held at 75 to 77% 
cents f. o. b. factory regular terms. No buying of consequence 
is reported, and so far as known the only sales are relatively 
small quantities, which occasional buyers see fit to take, 

Peas have been quiet, with sales of standard early Junes 
quoted at 95 cents delivered. Other grades are neglected and 
sales are confined to the least possible quantities, which buyers 
will take, and those are not large, as a rule. Futures are 
quiet. In facet, practically nothing is being done. Now 
and then a buyer takes a few, but the orders are too small to 
really make a market. 

Asparagus is held a shade easier and buyers could secure 
supplies for considerably less than they have been paying if 
they chose, but they are indifferent now and _ business is 
reduced to the lowest possible limit. 

State string beans are offered sparingly and sales are 
limited to actual requirements, which are not large. The out- 
look is thought to be reasonably promising, but conditions do 
not indicate immediate revival. 

Salmon is firm and a fair jobbing business is developing, 
though no large movement is in progress. Red Alaska talls 
are held firmly at $1.2744 to $1.35, with sales at the inside 
figure decreasing. Holders will not let their stocks go with- 
out obtaining practically full prices. Pink talls are in large 
demand. Sales have been made in a small way at $1.02 
here. On firm offer it might still be possible to buy at 97% 
cents in one or two places, but the quantity thus available 
is small. The tendency is upward. 

Domestie sardines are firmly held and in good demand, 
Quarter-oils are wanted in increasing quantities. Three-quarter 
mustards are scarce. Imported goods are somewhat nominal 
within the quoted range. Stocks are light. 

Shrimp is in jobbing request and sales are increasing within 
the quoted range. 

Spot state gallon apples continue easy with some pressure 
to sell reported from primary points. Ordinary quality 
is offered in a small way from second hands at $2.45 de 
livered. Maine gallons are easy. Southern gallons are easy 
and stock is offered freely at $2.30 f. o. b. factory. 

A fair call is noted from jobbers for 2%4-pound stand- 
ard and extra standard lemon cling peaches, with up to out- 
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New York, Mar. 9, 1808. 

Epiror CANNER: Little more than a passing interest has 
been shown in dried fruits during the week. Sales have 
been light in all varieties, and while buyers have shown no 
anxiety to purchase, even in small lots, holders have evinced 
more than a passing interest in the possibilities for sales. 
Jobbers are buying only to satisfy their immediate require- 
ments, and these appear to be limited. It is thought now 
that most jobbers carried into the new year a larger stock 
of the more important articles than was generally credited 
to them. It is also the opinion that in some lines consumption 
has declined. The spring buying period is close at hand, but 
so far little or no interest is shown by those who are usually 
liberal purchasers at this time. i : 

Prunes are dull and weak. A heavy shipment is due here 
this week and for the past ten days the possibility of its 
arrival has acted as a wet blanket on the trade, and, pending 
the arrival of this shipment, dealers have taken no more than 
they were obliged to take to satisfy their own customers. 
It is possible to buy spot Santa Claras 40-50s in 25-pound 
boxes at 6% cents. Some holders still quote 7 cents, but it 
is believed that on a firm offer for a considerable quantity 
even 6% cents could be shaded. On 50-60s business is pos- 
sible at 6% cents, with 644 cents bid and refused. Other 
sizes are more or Jess nominal. Oregons are a bit firmer, 
with 30-40s held at 7 cents for good stock. The market 
on the coast is reported steady, but offerings are not at- 
tracting interest here. Offerings of old prunes to arrive with- 
in a few days are made on the basis of 2% cents for the 
four sizes in bags f. o. b. the coast. At one time 3 cents 
was refused by the owners of the goods. 

Raisins are easy and neglected. Offerings of fancy seeded in 
l-pound cartons are reported for shipment from the coast at 
6% cents f. 0. b. Markets around New York report offerings 
as low as 6 cents f. o. b. coast on fancy in 1-pound ecar- 
tons. Much complaint is heard of the arrival of a good 
deal of stock that has sugared, and these offerings have 
further weakened the market here. Spot quotations are 
somewhat nominal. Sultanas are dull. Other grades are neg- 
lected and business is limited to comparatively small lots. 
Layer figs are attracting considerably more attention, and 
good stock is steady. Other grades appear to be quiet, with 
only now and then a little business reported. 

Apricots are firm under the influence of a moderate call. 
The supply avaiable is light and conditions favor the holder. 
Buyers are not ordering much stock, and what they do order 
is in small lots for immediate use. 

Peaches attract a moderate interest and the tone is steady. 
Supplies are light and nearly all holders demand full figures 
before they will allow stocks to go. 

Dates are quiet, but under a fair local demand holders 
are generally firm and refuse to sell, excepting at full out- 
side quotations. Supplies are ample for all requirements, but 
some holders appear to think that the tendeney of prices 
will be upward rather than downward. 
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Spot state prime apples continue easy, and in the absence 
of important business quotations are somewhat nominal. State 
prime can be bought on the spot for 714 cents in round lots, 
and even this figure might be shaded for small lots on a 
firm order. Choice and fancy are dull. No movement is noted 
in waste and chops. All small fruits are in small compass 
and demand is light. HELLGATE. 





THE PANIC IS STILL ON. 

From the last weekly circular issued by Strasbaugh, 
Silver & Co., Aberdeen, Md.: “The panic still con- 
trols the tomato market ; it has it cornered and but few 
orders are allowed. These conditions will continue to 
govern just as long as each individual wills it; as soon 
as such tactics become monotonous and are abandoned, 
we can safely say the panic will be a thing of the past. 
"Tis true, the money market has regained a healthy 
position; our financial institutions are in even better 
position than last September, after a complete process 
of renovation, reorganization and strengthening of the 
weak points. Stocks of true worth are holding their 
own, failures have been few; as entire evidence of 
prosperity, we have dollar wheat, sixty-cent corn, farm 
products continue to bring remunerative prices, mer- 
chants continue to banquet and luxuries are still in 
demand and yet we are told business is still in the 
thralls of panic, more because men seem to enjoy the 
pastime of complaining, depressing, saying “Tight 
money may come again.” An earthquake is possible 
and so the millenium, and you cannot tell what may 
happen presidential year, for business must at such 
times always be transcribed within certain lines, and 
as we have just passed through a crisis it seems to be 
pleasant diversion to be panicky. It must be so or why 
would the sentiment be encouraged at all? Tell a man 
he is fearful of nothing and he will take you for a 
joke and yet as a nation why should panic continue 
another day, especially when such prosperous condi- 
tions prevail as at present. Why not stop shoving? 
What is the use? Low prices benefit no set of men col- 
lectively, so why push below the stonewall of cost line ? 
Such tactics only make matters worse and panic reigns 
without a cause. If every one would cease depressing 
for one week and boost instead, an era of prosperity 
would follow and panic would be no more. Were it 
not for the trouble trust business would boom. The 
panic is still on. Why not forget it; why not agree 
with Horace Greeley, “That the way to resume is to 
resume ?”

Tomatoes—The market closes in fairly good shape 
on tomatoes. Buying, of course, is only for actual 
wants. There is not the slightest disposition being 
shown by buyers to anticipate wants. As this has been 
the consistent line of policy pursued by buyers for the 
past four months, the fact that there is comparatively 
little pressure to sell tomatoes seems to convince many 
people that the market is in good shape. The fact is 
that stocks of tomatoes are more than usually scattered 
at the present time among numerous holders. Nobody 
has more than a small quantity. Very many of these 
holders are convinced that a little later on will be the 
proper time to sell tomatoes.

More demand for spot tomatoes this week gave en- 
couragement to the canners, especially because of the 
fact that the buying orders covered a wider market 
for that article than any time since last October. 
The present spell of milder weather all over the coun- 
try allows the shipment of canned goods without any 
danger of freezing on the road, and many jobbers are 
taking advantage of it, as is shown by an increase, also 
in the number as well as the quantity of the jobbing 
orders for less than carload shipments of assorted 
goods. If the weather conditions continue favorable 
for shipping goods during this month we may receive 
during March and April the orders that are usually 
sent to this market during April and May, say, three 
or four weeks sooner than usual, and the improvement 
in the demand in the last five or six days may prove to 
be the forerunner of the spring trade. The transporta- 
tion lines anticipate an earlier than usual opening of 
the lake and rail routes this spring, which always 
means lower freight rates to the points reached by 
them and helps the business very much. It certainly 
looks like the prices for spot tomatoes are now at the 
lowest for this spring, and that purchases are safe. 
There was some little improvement this week also in 
the demand for future tomatoes, but the buying of 
them up to this date has been extremely light as com- 
pared with any ordinary season. Activity in them may 
begin at any time, but the packers show no anxiety to 
force sales. Prices are now being made on other lines 
of future goods also, for instance corn, pineapples and 
small fruits, berries, etc., and the buying of them has 
commenced in a quiet way—no rush as yet. In the 
general lines of fruits and vegetables the market prices 
are practically unchanged and we do not look for any 
material changes up or down. The goods most in de- 
mand recently, in addition to tomatoes, are cove oys- 
ters, sweet potatoes, spinach, kraut and beans.

Spot Tomatoes—Notwithstanding the panic sent. 
ment which still exists spot tomatoes are holding their 
own on the basis of 80c for 3s and 60c for 2s, fyi 
standard stock, not sloppy, rusty or shop worn. Hold. 
ers feel that a concession would be no advantage what- 
soever under the present dull condition and it would 
be detrimental to the interests of every one holdj 
tomatoes to name lower quotations without even bring- 
ing so much as an order of consequence to the surface. 
From the fact that there has been limited buying for 
the last four months, it is natural to suppose that job- 
bers’ stocks must be down to a minimum. Posted 
authorities advise that retailers are buying freely, 
which indicates constant consumption; and possibilj- 
ties are probable at the opening of lake and rail nayj- 
gation, for it will be remembered that the western 
pack was short in 1907 and many Western packers 
bought from the East in order to fill their future or- 
ders. For sixty days or more the large houses in the 
West have been reported as holding light stocks, 
Under these conditions and others that could be sug- 
gested, it is unnatural to ask the question, “Why is a 
tomato?” Now and then sales have been made by 
those hard pressed or possibly more anxious to sell 
their off-grade stock while there was an opportunity, 
and it is reported that there has been a considerable 
quantity of off-grade goods to offer, and yet we are 
reliably informed that three lots out of five will not 
pass muster as standards, and those that are accept- 
able are passed as such, more because the buyer wants 
something under the general market quotation and 
makes the quality do. 

Future Tomatoes—Future tomatoes continue to sell 
in a limited way on the basis of 80c for 3s and 60¢c for 
2s, full standard stock, other brands and sizes in pro- 
portion. It is natural for buyers to go slow on futures, 
especially when they are offered on the same basis as 
spots, and although this volume of business is small 
and limited it can be truthfully said that the packers 
are as indifferent as the jobbers as far as futures are 
concerned and their offerings indicate about the same 
as the dog after a long chase, and only a few so far 
have expressed a willingness to take the 1908 bone in 
their mouth and begin again another year’s activity. 

Spot Corn—Spot corn shows considerably more at- 
tivity than tomatoes, especially of the shoe peg variety. 
Buyers continue to come in with a range of orders 
for any light stocks and an early cleaning up. South- 
ern Maine style is not so much in demand, but low 
prices are bound to tell sooner or later, and not for- 
getting the total pack of 1907 being a 50 per center, in 
all probability there will be another story as to this 
later on. 

Future Corn—Future corn continues dull as far as 
Southern Maine style is concerned. The shoe peg 
variety is rather active, with most packers well cleaned 
up, and those who still have a small percentage unsold 
are threatening to withdraw from the market with 
every new order received. Buyers who have been out 
in the wet longer than it was to their best advantage 
are coming in as surely but as silently as the “gum- 
shoe brigade.”

F. I. D. 89—BENZOATE OF SODA AND SULPHUR DIOX- 
IDE. 


The question of the addition to food of minute quan- 
tities of benzoate of soda and of sulphur dioxide will 
be certified immediately by the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture to the Referee Board of consulting scientific ex- 
perts. 

Pending the termination of the Referee Board of 
the wholesomeness or unwholesomeness of these sub- 
stances, their use will be allowed under the following 
restrictions : 

Benzoate of soda, in quantities not exceeding one-tenth of 
one per cent, may be added to those foods in which generally 
heretofore it has been so used. The addition of benzoate of soda 
shall be plainly stated upon the label of each package of such 
food. 

No objection will be made to foods which contain the or- 
dinary quantities of sulphur dioxide, if the fact that such foods 
have been so prepared is plainly stated upon the label of 
each package. 

An abnormal quantity of sulphur dioxide placed in food for 
the purpose of marketing an excessive moisture content will be 
regarded as fraudulent adulteration, under the Food and Drugs 
Act of June 30, 1906, and will be proceeded against accord- 
ingly. 

Food Inspection Decision No. 76, issued July 13, 1907, is 
hereby amended accordingly.

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PRESERVATIVE QUESTION POSTPONED—PROBABLY 
LONG BEFORE IT WILL BE DECIDED. 


“Asa result of Secretary Wilson’s announcement of 
a few days ago, with reference to benzoate of soda and 
sulphur a long lease of continued life,” says the Wash- 
ington correspondent of the Journal of Commerce, 
“has been given to these two ingredients in food prod- 
ucts. Secretary Wilson merely stated that the use of 
the two preservatives had been referred to the new 
board of chemists, whose personnel has already been 
announced in these columns. The announcement that 
the question would be referred had been expected—in- 
deed, was a foregone conclusion from the time when 
the intention of creating the board was made known. 
But it had hardly been expected that the department 
would come out so crisply with its statement as to the 
continued use of the substances referred to. -This ac- 
tion is regarded by members of Congress who have 
been engaged in championing the benzoate and sulphur 
interests as a complete surrender. 

“How far the surrender is actual as well as apparent 
it will take time to tell. Much will depend upon the 
work of the board. It is certain, however, that the full 
application of the rules regarding benzoate and sul- 
phur as well as those relating to other substances will 
be deferred for a good while. To begin with, the ex- 
igencies of the situation will, of course, exempt this 
year’s output from the application of the rules. As to 
next year’s output, it seems hardly likely that that will 
be on a different basis. It is understood that the new 
board will not accept the experiments which have been 
made in the Bureau of Chemistry already. Were it to 
do that there would be no need for the board. It is 
expected that the members will either institute new 
experiments or will subject the old ones to so search- 
ing a test as to require almost as long a time perhaps 
as the old ones did. Inasmuch as the old ones are the 
result of several years of work, off and on, there is more 
than a suggestion of substantial delay in applying the 
decisions of the board, whatever they are, it is, in fact, 
considered probable by very few that the board will re- 
port anything whatever for more than a year unless it 
embarks upon an entirely unexpected policy. After it 
has made a report, even if that should be adverse to the 
desires of the manufacturers, there will probably have 
to be the usual delay to give a chance to get business 
“adjusted” to the requirements of the situation. There 
are a good many people, and well informed ones at 
that, who anticipate that. the trade has seen the last of 
this whole subject. Evidently there will be “nothing 
doing” on preservatives during the rest of this admin- 
istration, which expires on the fourth of March, 1909. 
After that everything may depend on the man who 
happens to be in the White House. None of the can- 
didates now in sight is known to have any substantial 
sympathy with the pure food movement, and some of 
the more prominent ones are bitterly against it. This 
is what some people mean when they assert that the 
pure food law is likely to become a “labeling law.” By 
this is signified that the sections as to composition of 
foods may sink into abeyance. 

“The work of the new board, whatever it decides, 
will be watched with the greatest attention. Food in- 
terests which are represented in Congress express 
themselves as greatly pleased with the outcome. One 
man who has been leading a section of the fight against 
the rulings of the Bureau of Chemistry and the Board 
of Food and Drug Inspection said lately: “The new 
board is a good one. I do not think it could have been 


better selected. If it should decide against oyr con. 
tentions we shall have to give up.” Then he added 
significantly: “But it won't.” This is the Prevailing 
point of view. Food men have examined the personne} 
almost with a microscope. It remains a fact that the 
board has some distinguished names in its membershj 
These men cannot afford to blot their record by letting 
slipshod decisions get past them. They will have t 
give chapter and verse for what they put out, Of 
course it is true that some of the worst stuff on food 
questions that has been thrown before Congress has 
come from “scientific men,” who have appeared as wit. 
nesses—some of: them men with large professional 
standing, whose eyes had been obscured by the dollar 
held too close to the organs of vision. But the work 
of this board will be subject to such close scrutiny as 
to place the board itself on trial. For this reason there 
is ground for the belief that it will, at all events, set 
forth the considerations on both sides of the contro- 
versy with a satisfactory degree of care. In some par- 
ticulars it is a new field that is to be explored, and what 
is done will have a reflex influence on the government 
that will have to be considered. The Department of 
Agriculture has printed a good deal of material on 
benzoate and has more in press, while on sulphur it has 
published a large monograph, and is about to issue the 
results of the most elaborate series of experiments that 
has yet been made with reference to dried fruits, All 
of this must be given some weight by the new board. 

“It is noted here as an interesting feature of the sit- 
uation that the president is managing to keep out of 
any direct participation in the food controversy, 
Neither in the corn syrup nor in the benzoate and sul- 
phur propositions has his name figured. All has been 
done through the formerly inactive board, consisting 
of three cabinet officers, which was created by the pure 
food law, but which has until lately done very little 
active work except to ratify the decisions of the De- 
partment of Agriculture. The fact unquestionably is 
that the president has stirred up this board and told it 
to “get busy,” an injunction it is likely to heed from 
this time on. It is a well fixed opinion that what has 
been accomplished is the result of direct pressure on 
the president himself.”

ad OF REGULATION NO. 2. 


Regulation 2 of the Rules and Regulations for the 
Enforcement of the Food and Drugs Act (Circular 
No. 21, Office of the Secretary, United States Depart- 
NO. 445 é 
ment of Agriculture) declares— 
er ‘¢original unbroken package’’ as used in this act 
: a caaenl saskage, carton, case, can, box, barrel, bottle, 
ahi lor other receptacle put up by the manufacturer, to which 
f s tabel is attached, or which may be suitable for the attach- 
ve ing one complete package of the food or 


on wel the eriginal package contemplated includes both 
the wholesale and the retail package. 

This definition of original unbroken package was in- 
serted in the regulations for the purpose of facilitat- 
ing the administration of the act. It was intended to 
be, or at all events is, a guide to the inspectors who 
purchase the samples throughout the United States, 
js to the nature of an original unbroken package. 
Upon the basis of this regulation the inspectors have 
collected a large number of samples, but when an ex- 
amination of some of the cases has been made, with 
prosecutions in view, it has been found that no action 
could be taken because the package bought was not 
an original package, though apparently so upon a 
reasonable interpretation of the regulation. Further- 
more the department is advised that the food commis- 
sioners of some of the states, guided by a literal inter- 
pretation-of the regulation, have refrained from en- 
forcement of their laws upon all packages apparently 
embraced within its terms. 

It is believed that the discussion of the question and 
the cases cited will prove helpful to those United 
States attorneys to whom cases are reported for seiz- 
ure in original packages under section 10 of the food 
and drugs act. 

To prevent the further misconception of the scope 
of the regulation, and for the information of those 
concerned, it is the purpose of this decision to set out 
the interpretation the department has made of it, and 
the authorities therefor. 

Construed in the light of judicial determinations of 
the question, the terms “original unbroken packages” 
(as set out in the regulation and as used in sections 2 
and 10 of the act) and “unbroken packages” (as used 
in section 3 of the act) will be restricted to such a 
package containing the food and drug product as has 
been prepared for shipment or transportation, and 
shipped or transported, as an entirety or unit, from a 
state, territory, or the District of Columbia, or a for- 
eign country, into another state, territory, or the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, and delivered to the consignee, re- 
maining his property in the identical form and condi- 
tion in which it was shipped or transported. After 
arrival in a state and delivery to the consignee, if any 
part of the contents of the package be removed, or if 
the package be opened and commingled with other 
property, or if the package be transferred by the con- 
signee, it is no longer an original package.* The re- 
tail package is not an original package unless it bears 
the characteristics set forth above. 


It is not practicable to frame a universally accurate 
and satisfactory definition of an “original package.”’ 
No statute has done so, and the department disclaims 
any attempt to do so in its construction of the terms.

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HIGH CONTKACT PRICE FOR TOMATOES—COM- 
MENTS BY JOHN 8S. HUGHES. 
w. H. Stanley, president and manager of the 
Spokane Canning Company, which is preparing to 
enlarge its plant at Opportunity, Wash., has contracted 
with growers in the Spokane \ alley to pay $13.50 a 
ton for tomatoes this season as against $8 a ton in 
1907. He will take the product from 250 acres, which 
are expected to yield 2,500 tons, an average of ten 
cre. 

Or nS. Hughes, formerly of the Minnesota Can- 
neries Company, at present residing in Seattle, said 
when asked what would be the result of the new bulk 
price: ; 

“This is the highest price | have ever known a can- 
nery to offer to contract. At Baltimore, which is the 
tomato packing center of the United States, when the 
crop is short and the packers have contracts they must 
fill at any cost, I have known them to pay $20 a ton. 
The ordinary price ranges from $5 to $8 a ton, which 
can be done at a profit. The new price shows that the 
products of the Spokane Valley are excellent ; also that 
the growers are in luck. 

“If the Spokane company, which is in the business 
for the money in it, can afford to pay these prices, it 
only proves how profitable the canning business, par- 
ticularly in tomatoes, must be in this locality. 

“The Spokane company has a large and well- 
equipped plant and must have a large quantity of raw 
material to keep it busy. This is the chief reason for 
the unusual increase in price. At any rate, it speaks 
well for the canning business in this district, and means 
that more acreage than ever before will be devoted to 
the growing of tomatoes.” 





SOUTH AMERICAN PLANS ESTABLISHMENT OF 
FRUIT CANNERY IN CHILE. 

Arturo Diaz Garces, who has spent somewhat more 
than a year in California studying the fruit canning in- 
dustry, proposes to establish in Chile, his native coun- 
try,a cannery to handle fruits grown on his own lands. 
In an interview given in California a short time ago 
Mr. Garces said concerning his plans: 

“I believe that my little cannery will be the nucleus 
of hundreds of similar ones throughout South Amer- 
ica, to the great profit of the American manufacturers. 
And, by the way, there is no import duty on machinery 
in Chile; on the contrary, the government pays a pre- 
mium to those who are enterprising enough to bring 
improved machines into the country.

MAINE FISHERIES COMMISSIONER’S RECOMMENDA- 
TIONS FOR PRESERVING LOBSTER INDUSTRY. 
The annual report of James Donohue, of Rockland, 

Commissioner of Sea and Shore Fisheries of Maine, 

has been forwarded to the governor. It says that 

during 1907 the value of the reduced catch amounted 
to $2,005,462, which represented an increase of $364,- 

816 over the catch of the previous year. During 

1907 there were 8,698,671 legal sized lobsters taken, 

which is an increase of 120,000 lobsters over the catch 

of the preceding year. Regarding the steps taken for 
the preservation of the lobster industry, Commissioner 

Donohue in his report says: 

“T believe that the lobster fishermen of the state 
now realize that it is their duty and their only hope 
of preserving the lobster industry to aid and assist 
the wardens in allowing the small lobsters to remain 
in their natural element until they are of sufficient size 
to be of value, and also in their earnest effort to protect 
the seed lobster. 

“Only a few years ago the wardens of this depart- 
ment were hated and despised by the lobster fisher- 
men, who did everything they could to handicap and 
hinder the wardens in the performance of their duty, 
but now that condition is entirely changed, and there 
are at present more than 1500 lobster fishermen on 


this coast who are aiding and assisting the wardens in 
every way in their power to protect the small and seed 


lobsters. I hope within the next year to see that num- 
ber increased to at least 2500, as branches are being 
formed for this purpose the entire length of.the coast. 

“T believe it is the duty of every warden of this 
department to aid and encourage the formation of 
unions for the protection of the lobster industry. There 
no doubt will always be some unscrupulous persons 
who will not hesitate to violate the laws regardless of 
the effect it may have upon the fisheries, but with a 
good, hearty co-operation between the fishermen in 
general and wardens of this department it will be a 


very unpleasant business for the handlers of shor 
lobsters. 

In round numbers, 37,000 short lobsters were seized 
and liberated by the wardens within the past year, | 
is safe to say that this number does not Tepresent oy 
in 25 of the number of small lobsters that were ill, 
gally used. On that basis, it seems that approximapi, 
1,000,000 of short lobsters were destroyed on this cogs 
in the past year. Estimating them at a price of four 
cents each, as that would be a fair average for 
price that the small lobsters were sold for, it woul 
amount to $40,000; whereas, if they were allowed j 
remain in the water for, say one year, at which finp 
they would have attained the legal size, they would} 
worth $230,000, which shows a loss of $190,000 to the 
lobster fishermen in this state during the past year 
These are cold facts and cannot be disputed; and ] 
am glad that the time has arrived when the lobster 
fishermen realize what they are doing to their ow, 
business when they refuse or neglect to liberate the 
small lobster and allow it to grow to market size, 

The laws of this state governing this industry, | be. 
lieve, are superior to similar laws in any other states 
or in Nova Scotia. There are all kinds of theories 
about how it is best to propagate and increase the Sup- 
ply of lobsters; some think all the large ones should 
be liberated and the small ones used, others think the 
lobsters between seven and eleven inches should be 
used and all others liberated, and they are experiment. 
ing on this line, with the result that their catch js 
growing smaller every year. 

“The state of Maine law protects the small lobster 
under approximately 10% inches, and also large seed- 
bearing lobsters, so that we are working practically in 
two ways, and the fact that our catch is increasing 
yearly proves to my mind that our method is the cor- 
rect one. I helicve that with a strict enforcement of 
the present law, with the co-operation of the fishermen 
as we are now having from the unions, that inside of 
five years our catch will have increased from approxi- 
mately 8,500,000 this year to at least 12,000,000 in 
1912. These figures are compiled from actual facts 
and actual experience, and not established on theory,”

TO PRESERVE THE SALMON OF THE COLUMBIA, 


If it were not so serious it would be amusing tp 
note the different reasons given by interested Persons 
for the falling off of the supply of the chinook sal- 
mon. The gillnet fishermen will say that the traps 
seines and wheels are responsible; the seiners assert 
that the wheels, gillnets and traps catch Most of 
the fish; trapmen contend that gillnets, eines and 
fishwheels are the cause; and the owners of the 
fishwheels declare that the traps, seines and gi 
nets do not allow the salmon to get up the river. 
and all tell the truth to a certain extent. The gi 
net fishermen and trapmen on the Lower Columbiy 
say that the seines and fishwheels at the Cascade 
at Cellilo catch the fish that are ready to spawn, The 
men at Cellilo and the Cascades contend that this js 
not a fact. One man interested in fishing at Celjilp 
says that the seines tear up the spawning beds of the 
chinook on the sandbars of the Lower Columbia 
There never was any sandbar in the Columbia river 
and there never was a chinook salmon that spawned 
in the Columbia river below the Cascades. Plenty of 
salmon have spawned in tributaries of the Columbia 
below the Cascades but not in the main river, and the 
chinook do not spawn on sandbars. It has been argued 
and believed that the lead line on a seine often brings 
in salmon spawn. This is a mistake, as it would be 
impossible for the spawn to stick to the lead line 
When the eggs of the chinook salmon are spawned 
they are separate and after they have been in water 
about forty minutes they become hard and are like s9 
many dried peas and would not stick to the lead line 
of a seine any more than would so many dried peas, 
There is no doubt the seines have brought in fish 
spawn and that this spawn has been mistaken for the 
spawn of the chinook salmon, but it has been the 
spawn of other fish and bears little resemblance to the 
spawn of the chinook. There is no question but what 
quite a number of chinook salmon far advanced toward 
spawning are caught by the wheels and seines at 
Cellilo. 

Dr. A. B. Alexander, of the United States Fish Com- 
mission, in his report of investigations of conditions on 
the Columbia river, made during the year 1896, asserts 
that out of 1,402 chinook salmon examined from Sep- 
tember 25 to October 13, 574 males and 528 females 
(chinook salmon) were in an advanced state of ripe- 
ness. 

The fact that the salmon caught during August and 
September near Cellilo are farther advanced toward 
spawning than those taken in the lower river during 
July and August cuts very little figure, the main point 
being that too many salmon are caught between the 
lightship off the mouth of the Columbia river and 
Kettle Falls in northeast Washington at all times 
While it might be better for the supply to confine the 
fishing for salmon to the lower river, it would be am 
injustice to the parties interested on the upper rivet. 
It must be understood that the men who have estab 
lished themselves at the Cascades and Cellilo have done 
so at a great expense, and there can be no doubt but 
that they have just as much right under the law to 
catch salmon at these points as have those who aft 
located on the lower river. The salvation of the m- 
dustry depends on the amount of the salmon allowed 
to reach the hatchery streams in the different parts of 
Oregon and Washington tributary to the Columbia 
river. On the amount of the young salmon tu

Before the white man came nearly all of the large 
tributaries of the Columbia were spawning streams 
the Colville, the San Poil, the Methow, the Okanoo. 
an, the Wenatchee, the Walla Walla, the John Day 
the Snake and its tributaries, the Yakima, the Dg. 
chutes, the Klickitat, the Big and Little White Salmo, 
the Wind river, the Washougal, the Sandy, the Wilh, 
mette and its tributaries, and in various other streams 
in Washington, Oregon and Idaho hundreds of thoy. 
sands of the chinook spawned and their young ¢. 
caped the trout and other enemies made their way ty 
the ocean, to return in about four years and repeat the 
history of their parents. 

Today most of these streams are barren of the 
spawning chinook salmon and only on streams where 
hatcheries have been located four years or more are 
the chinook found in any quantities, and each yea 
they are getting scarcer on these streams. : 

The fishing is carried on to such an extent that the 
salmon are cut off before reaching the hatcheries, 
If three or four more hatcheries were added to those 
already in operation on the tributaries of the Columbig 
and enough breeding chinook salmon were allowed 
to reach these hatcheries, and if suitable rearing ponds 
were maintained where the fry could be fed and taken 
care of for about three months from the time they 
were placed in the ponds, which would make them 
about four months old before they were turned into 
the streams, it would not be many years until the Co- 
lumbia river would be again known as the greatest 
salmon stream in the world, and the fishermen and 
packers would again reap a rich harvest. 

It is well understood that some of our best fish cul- 
turists are of the opinion that it is not good practice 
to hold the young salmon in rearing ponds. It is con- 
tended that the young: salmon make their way to salt 
water as soon as the yolk sac is absorbed. It is also 
decided that feeding the fry causes intestinal diseases, 
and that being kept for two or three months from salt 
water retards the growth. Some of these claims are 
partly true. While it may be that a greater part of 
the salmon hatched in the tributaries of the Columbia 
river start on their journey to the sea as soon as the 
yolk sac is absorbed, there is nothing in this fact to 
prove that a great many more would not reach the 
ocean if they were kept and fed until they were larger 
and stronger and more able to escape the enemies en- 
countered during the journey from the spawning 
grounds to the sea. It is also a fact that chinook 
salmon fry, if fed on fresh liver straight, or on any 
one kind of food, such as meat, offal of beef, etc., may 
contract intestinal disease, but if care is taken in feed- 
ing and the food is mixed the danger of disease is 
slight. If a puppy is fed on raw meat he will soon 
develop distemper; if a man is fed on a diet of salt 
meat he will contract scurvy. The food of the young 
fry should be mixed with shorts, meal, cooked fish, 
fresh fish ground fine, and other things besides the 
straight diet. There has never been anything shown 
to prove the young fry are kept and fed properly in 
ponds that are arranged as they should be, that they 
will not grow just as fast as if they were allowed to 
go to sea as soon as the yolk sac was absorbed. 

To take care of the fry until they are four months 
old the ponds should be built large enough to give the 
young fish plenty of room; they must have an abund- 
ance of fresh water; they must be so constructed as 








dus. 
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cleaned and the water should have a free cir- 
and be well aerated. When ponds do not 
ect circulation and cannot be easily cleaned 
hat is not eaten by the young fish will decay 
e pond to become foul, and a fungus dis- 
he young fish will be the result. To build 
rearing ponds of the proper kind a large amount of 
money must be expended. 

In some parts of Oregon and Washington it is neces- 
sary to dig large irrigating ditches to grow grain and 
fruit, and these ditches cost considerable money, but 
the returns are so great that the cost is not considered. 
How much greater would be the returns from the 
rearing ponds of the hatcheries if millions of young 
salmon were successfully cared for until they are large 
and strong enough to make their way to the sea with- 
out being destroyed on their journey. The money 
spent on the ponds and in conveying the water to the 
same would be well expended. Without the proper 
protection given to the breeding salmon and the fry, 
the chinook salmon will soon become as scarce in the 
Columbia as are the bluebacks at present. Everything 
that worked against the bluebacks in the past is at 
present and has been in the past working against the 
chinook. Overfishing, mines, paper mills, etc., allow- 
ing the coal dust and chemicals.used to be carried into 
the streams, irrigating ditches where the fry are car- 
ried out onto the fields and lost, sawmills, dumping 
sawdust into the streams, thereby covering up the 
spawning grounds and carrying out the fish racks 
erected at the hatcheries for the purpose of taking the 
salmon for propagation, bass and other predaceous 
fishes being planted in lakes with tributaries leading 
into the Columbia, through which some of the bass 
have already found their way into the Columbia river 
to prey on the young fish turned out from the hatch- 
eries, and nothing being done to keep up the supply, 
soon made an end to the blueback, and nothing but 
artificial propagation has saved the chinook up to the 
present time. 


Give the fish commissioner a chance, if the industry 
is to be saved. Allow enough breeding chinook to 
reach the hatchery streams, even if it cuts the season 
a little short. Go at this matter in an intelligent man- 
ner. Stop the logging interests from flooding the 
streams and tearing out the fishracks during the spawn- 
ing season. It is only fair to give the hatcheries free 
use of these streams for at least two months during the 
year, as the logging interests can have them to them- 
selves during the other ten months.

GERMAN APPLE MARKET HIGH. 

In reviewing industrial conditions in Germany, 
United States Consul H. J. Dunlap, of Cologne, writes 
that “There is a scarcity of American-grown apples, 
owing to the high prices in the United States. Gen- 
erally at this season American apples sell here at $5 
to $6 a barrel, seldom more than $7, this latter being 
a very fancy price, above which they cannot be forced. 
There is no price quoted for American-grown apples 
in Cologne at this time because they are practically not 
to be had at any price.” 





CALIFORNIA CANNED ASPARAGUS. 

The asparagus crop looks well, and no doubt will 
be large in all the principal sections devoted to its 
growth. A great deal is and will be shipped East in 
a green state, and the rest, when local demand is satis- 
fied, will be packed. Growers are asking very high 
prices, which the canners are not satisfied to pay, and 
if the views of the latter cannot be met, the pack will 
not be as large as it ought to be. As to other vege- 
tables, it is too early as yet to say much about them.

THE SELLING OF CANNED GOODS FOR JOBBERS’ 
, PRIVATE LABELS. 

The statement in another column from one of the 
largest canned goods packers in Maryland that no 
longer would he pack goods under private labels is im- 
portant, if it means the beginning of a movement to 
end a custom which has become an important phase of 
the canned goods business. 

Almost every wholesale grocer today and every 
large retail grocer as well buys unlabeled canned 
goods and puts his own label on them. He does that 
in order to gain the prestige of the private brand. 
From his standpoint it is a good idea, though the food 
law has destroyed much of its value by forbidding the 
use of the dealer’s name as packer and ordering his 
name to appear simply as distributer. 

But from the packer’s standpoint the custom is bad, 
for the goods lose all identity. The consumer is never 
educated to call for them ;.he calls for the private label, 
which may never cover the same goods two successive 
years. Under this custoni a packer may be in business 
fifty years, and the public know no more. about his 
goods, by name, at the end of that time than it did be- 
fore. ; 

The Grocery World has long expected a general 
movement among packers to refuse private label busi- 
ness, and it should not be surprised if the attitude of 
the Maryland packer noted elsewhere is the beginning 
thereof —Grocery World, Philadelphia. 





PRINCIPLES OF TREE SPRAYING. 

Sprays are preventive and not curative, and must, 
therefore, be applied before injury becomes apparent. 
After a fungus has gained entrance to the foliage or 
fruit it cannot be reached and the diseased parts made 
sound again; but the infection may be prevented by 


coating the parts with a fungicide, such as bop 
which prevents the germination of the spores, Simi 
larly, the codling moth may not be poisoned after ; 
has burrowed into the fruit, but if the poison has ‘ 
put in the calyx cavities before the calyx lobes 
and has been sprayed on the foliage and fruit before 
the latter is entered by the larve, the destruction of the 
latter in large numbers is insured. Successfy] spray. 
ing, according to Prof. W. M. Scott and A. L, Onan 
ance, of the United States Department of Agriculture 
must, therefore, be based on a knowledge of the dis. 
eases and insects to be controlled.

“Yes,” said Joseph P. Henry, of the City Marke 
and Vegetable Company, “I can work miracles in my 
business. For instance, I can grow lettuce while you 
wait—sweet, crisp lettuce that you may eat for your 
dinner with that broiled chicken you got from Charlie 
Bendell. I do it this way: I take a handful of lett 
seeds that have been soaked over night in aleohol ang 
I plant them in a box containing three inches of loam 
and quicklime. I water the soil, and in ten minutes 
the seeds burst.

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COMMERCE OF THE UNITED STATES BY PRINCIPAL 
PORTS AND SECTIONS, 1907. 


The Gulf, Mexican and Canadian border ports are 
making a much more rapid growth in their export 
trade than those of the Atlantic Coast. In imports 
the relative loss on the part of the Atlantic ports is 
not sq great as in exports. Figures of imports and 
exports by ports during the calendar year 1907 have 
just been completed by the Bureau of Statistics of 
the Department of Commerce and Labor. They show 
that exports from the Atlantic Coast ports which in 
1897 formed 70 per cent of the exports formed in 1907 
but 60 per cent of the total, while all other ports of the 
United States increased their share from 30 per cent 
in 1897 to 40 per cent in 1907. The chief gain is, as 
already indicated, in exports through the Gulf, Mex- 
ican border and Canadian border ports. The value of 
exports through the Gulf ports was, in 1897, 181 mil- 
lion dollars, and in 1907, 433 millions, a gain of prac- 
tically 140 per cent. Through the northern border 
ports the exports of 1897 were 70 millions and in 
1907 200 millions, an increase of 185 per cent. 
Through the Mexican border ports the exports of 
1897 were 12% million dollars and in 1907 414 mil- 
lions, an increase of 230 per cent. 

In the case of commerce through the Pacific Coast 
ports the figures are somewhat misleading on their 
face when compared with 1897, by reason of the fact 
that the Hawaiian Islands which were classed as for- 
eign territory in 1897 are now classed as a customs 
district of the United States, and that the value of the 
merchandise sent to or received from those islands is 
no longer included in the statements of foreign com- 
merce. The figures showing the trade with foreign 
countries by ports give as the value of merchandise 
passing through the Pacific Coast ports 64 million dol- 
lars in 1897 and 94 millions in 1907, an apparent in- 
crease of but 47 per cent; but the fact that the bulk of 
the 15 million dollars’ worth of shipments from the 
United States to Hawaii in 1907 passed through the 
Pacific Coast ports, but was not included in the state- 
ment of exports to foreign countries, indicates that the 
actual value of the merchandise sent through those 
ports to territory which a decade ago was considered 
as foreign countries is above 109 million dollars, and 
that the actual increase in the decade is therefore ap- 
proximately 70 per cent. 

Meantime the value of merchandise exported 
through the Atlantic coast ports increased but 50 per 
cent, or less than that of any other of the five great 
divisions under which the Bureau of Statistics classi- 
fies the ports, namely, Gulf, Mexican, Northern Bor- 
der, Pacific and Atlantic. The actual gain in the 
value of merchandise exported through Atlantic ports 
is, however, greater than that of all the other great 
sections, the increase during the decade being, in the 
case of the Atlantic ports, 384 millions; Gulf ports, 
251 millions; Northern Border, 130 millions; Mexi- 
can border, 28 millions, and Pacific ports, 30 millions, 
to which, for purposes of comparison with 1897, should 
be added about 13-of the 15 million dollars’ worth 
of merchandise sent to the Hawaiian Islands, but not 
included in the figures of foreign trade. 

Taking the Gulf, Northern Bordér and Pacific ports 
as a whole, and contrasting their gain with that of the 
Atlantic ports, it may be said. that during the decade 
the Atlantic coast ports show a gain of 50 per cent in 
the value of merchandise passing through them to 


foreign countries, while all other ports as a whole 
show an increase of 131 per cent, exclusive of the 
figures of shipments to the Hawaiian Islands, which 
if included, would somewhat increase their Percentage 
of gain. 

On the import side, the gain in trade through the 
Gulf, Northern Border and Pacific ports has not been 
so rapid. In fact, the Atlantic ports still retain the 
bulk of the importations, the value of merchandise 
from foreign countries entering through them in 190 
being 1,107 million dollars out of a grand total of 
1,423 millions, or practically 80 per cent of the total 
Still, even in imports the Atlantic ports have log 
slightly in the percentage of the total trade during 
the decade, since 83 per cent of the merchandise com. 
ing into the United States from foreign countries jg 
‘897 entered through Atlantic ports, and in 1907, as 
above indicated, but 80 per cent. 

The value of merchandise imported through At 
lantic ports in 1897 was 616 million dollars, and jp 
1907,.1,107 millions, an increase of 80 per cent: 
through Pacific ports the imports in 1897 were 51 mil- 
lions, and in 1907, 91 millions, an increase of 81 per 
cent; the omission of the figures of trade with Hawaii 
having a less marked effect in imports through the 
Pacific ports than is the case with reference to the 
figures of outgoing merchandise, since a large part of 
the merchandise sent from the Hawaiian Islands to the 
United States enters through Atlantic coast ports, 
especially in the case of sugar, which forms a large 
proportion of the merchandise sent out of those is- 
lands: The Gulf ports show an increase in imports of 
from 18 million dollars in 1897 to 62 millions in 1997; 
the Mexican border ports an increase from 4 1-3 mil- 
lions in 1897 to 161% millions in 1907; and the North- 
ern Border ports an increase from 4634 millions in 
1897 to 12234 millions in 1907. In imports Atlantic 
coast ports show during the decade an increase of 491 
million dollars, a gain of 80 per cent, while all other 
ports show an increase of 189 millions, a gain of 150 
per cent. In exports Atlantic coast ports show an in- 
crease during the decade of 384 millions, a gain of 50 
per cent, while all other ports show an increase of 440 
millions, a gain of 131 per cent. Thus in imports the 
actual gain of the Atlantic ports was 2% times as 
great as that of all the other ports of the country, but 
in exports the actual gain of the Atlantic ports was 
considerably less than that of the other ports com- 
bined. 

Taking up the individual ports, it may be said that 
the value of merchandise exported through the port 
of New York in the calendar year 1907 was 683 mil- 
lion dollars out of a total of 1,923 millions, or 35% 
per cent of the total ; while on the import side the value 
of merchandise entering that port was, in 1907, 830 
million dollars out of a total importation of 1,423 mil 
lions, or 58 per cent of the total. In 1897 New York’ 
share of the exports was 405 million dollars out of 
1,100 millions, and of the imports 467 millions out ot 
a total of 743 millions. : . 

Boston, occupying second rank in the value of its 
foreign trade, increased her exports from 104 millions 
in 1897 to 105 in 1907, and her imports from 86 mil- 
lions to 123 millions. At Philadelphia the foreign 
trade has doubled since 1897, imports having increased 
from 44 millions in 1897 td 81 millions in 1907, and 
exports from 52 millions to 107. At Baltimore mr 
ports have trebled, while exports have remained prac 
tically stationary during the decade, the former having

1907, while the total export of 99 million dollars in 
1907 was practically equaled by the figures of 1897, 
98 3-5 millions. 

Through Galveston, now the second largest export- 
ing city of the country, the exports have increased 
from 61 million dollars in 1897 to 197 millions in 1907, 
while the imports, which in 1897 were valued at but 
644 thousand dollars, in 1907 had increased to 7,669 
thousand dollars. Through New Orleans the imports 
of 1897 were 14% million dollars, and in 1907, 44 mil- 
lions, while the exports through that port increased 
from 100 millions in 1897 to 165 millions in 1907. 
Through the Puget Sound district the imports of 
1897 were 734 millions and the exports 14% millions, 
while in 1907 the imports were 2434 millions and the 
exports 44 millions. In the case of San Francisco, 
the imports through that port were 41 million dollars 
in 1897 and in 1907, 54 millions, exclusive of mer- 
chandise coming from the Hawaiian Islands in the lat- 
ter year, while exports through San Francisco, which 
in 1897 were 40 million dollars, were, in 1907, 30 mil- 
lions, exclusive of about 11 million dollars’ worth of 
merchandise going to the Hawaiian Islands.

“A can washer consisting of a handle shank Which 
is flattened and slightly offset at the beginni of j 
flattened portion, the said flattened portion bej ~ 
to extend downwardly and in a plane parallel With 
the handle shank proper, thence horizontally thence 
vertically, this latter portion being parallel With the 
first mentioned downwardly bent portion, thence hori-

zontally, and secured at its extreme end to the handle 
shank at the offset therein whereby a rectangular 
frame is formed; a brush shaft journaled in the two 
horizontal portions of this frame, a nut engaged upon
